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POLICE OF ROUEN 

Failed to Disperse the Riotingj Stu* 
dents in That City Thursday. 

Newspapers Supportini; Dreyfus Duriied^ 

Riotous Students Dispersed by Police in 
Paris— .Many -Arrests Mad.‘ Student 
Demonstration in Algriers. 

Paris, Jan. 21. — Altoo-ether there 
have been 11.5 arrests Thursday and 
many of those arrested are kept in 
custody. 

At Rouen the police chargfed the stu- 
dents but failed to disperse them. The 
troops have been consip-ned to barracks 
and the police occupy the streets in 
force. 

Anti-Semiiic disturbances have taken 
place throufjhout the day at Nancy. 
Newspapers supporting- Drej'fus were 
burned on the stair case of the univer- 
sity. 

Despite the g-overnment prohibition, 
the org-anizing- committee of Monday s 
anti-Semitic meeting at tlie Tivoli 
Vauxhall has decided to hold a pub- 
lic demonstration on Sunday after- 
noon. 

A dispatch from Kpinal, capital of 
the department of Vog-es, .situated 
about 1‘JO miles from here, says the 
first anti-Hebrew demonstration took 
place there Thur.sda%'. I’laeards bear- 
ing the now popular cries, denouncing 
Zola and the Hebrews and upholding 
the army, were posted in front of the 
Hebrew stores. 

Paris, Jan. 21. — From the Latin 
quarter 2,000 students marched to tlie 
Hotel des Invalides, .some raiding 
shouts of “Vive L'Fmperuer. " They 
then cros.sed the bridges, where the po- 
lice divided them into two bodie.s. 
One made a demonstration in front of 
the Pepenire barracks (Ca.serne de La 
l*epenire) and the other, numbering 
500, gathered in front of M. Zola's 
house with the u.sual cries. 'J'he police 
finally dispersed them after making .‘>0 
arrests. 

There has been a small anti-Jewish 
demonstration at Rouen. Another 
student demonstration has taken place 
at Algiers. It was disper.sed .several 
times. Many arrests were made and 
there were frequent fights in the .Jew- 
ish market place, *where several per- 
sons were injured. 

MUCH DAMAGE 

Wrought Throughout Kentucky by the 

Heavy Rain and Wind Storm — Flood at 

1-ouisville Kxpected. 

Louisvili-e, Ky., .Jan. 21. — Fears are 
entertained here of a flood. The Ohio 
is rising steadily. At si-x o'clock 
Thursday morning the danger line was 
but three feet off but by noon this dis- 
tance had been decreased by nearly 
11 inches. The waters are touchin‘»- 
the curbstones at the foot of 
Fifth and Fourth streets and 
the residents in these localities have 
packed their belongings preparatory to 
flight. During Wednesday night the 
rise was three feet, but the rain had 
ceased and the river Thursday morn- 
ing was not so great.

Thomas Cross, a drum- 
mer from North Vernon, Ind., was 
drowned while crossing a swollen 
stream near West Raden, Ind.. while a 
son of a farmer named Dimr^* and a Ne- 
gro farm hand who were riding a hor.se 
across a Cumberland river ford in 
Jackson county, Tenne.ssee, were 
drowned. In Kentucky, a Methodist 
church near Falmouth was unroofed, 
and barns and farm hou.se.sin Garrard, 
Gray.son, Henderson, Union and Hick- 
man counties were damaged. The 
Licking, Rig Sandy, Cumberland, 
Green and all their tributaries are 
booming and many of them are out of 
their bank.s.

Washington, Jan. 24. — The present 
outlook is unfavorable to the .senate’s 
giving much attention to the Hawaiian 
treat3' during this week. The agree- 
ment to vote on Thursday upon the 
Teller resolution reaffirming the doc- 
trine that United .States bonds are pa3’- 
ahle in silver at the option of the gov- 
ern ment will in all probability result 
in the senate's giving the major por- 
tion of its time until that date to 
this measure with the exception of 
that neeessar3’ to the con.sideVation of 
appropriation bills. .Senator Turpie 
lias given notice of a speech on the 
Teller resolution for Monda3' and it is 
expected that speeches for it will he 
made b3’ Senators Teller, Pettigrew, 
White and others, and that there also 
will be .some addresses in opposition. 
Senator Nelson has offered an amend- 
ment ileelaring for the maintenance 
of the parity of the two metals, hut the 
silver men. considering this propo.sed 
mcxlifleatiou hostile to their purpose 
will not accept it. Thc3’ sa3' the3' will 
insist upon a vote upon the resolution 
as it stands.

(United States Senator from Utah.) 

The pension appropriation bill will 
be called up Monda3-, and as soon as it 
is disposed of the senate will be asked 
to take up the legislative, e.xecutive 
and judicial appropriation bill. Each 
of these will provoke some debate, but 
it is not expected to be prolonged in 
either case. 

When the treaty next comes up Sen- 
ator Teller will be recognized to speak 
in its support, and he probabl3' will be 
followed b3' Senator White in opposi- 
tion. The vote on the treat3’ now ap- 
pears at least three weeks distant. 

The house programme for this week 
includes little of interest be3’ond the 
limits of the district of Columbia. Al- 
most the entire week will be de- 
voted to the District of Colum- 
bia appropriation bill. , It is ex- 
pected that the Indian appropria- 
tion bill, the consideration of 
which was begun Saturday, will be 
completed Monda3’. The only item in 
the bill which is likely to cause much 
of a contest is that providing for the 
leasing of the Gilsonite beds of the Un- 
compahgre reservation in Utah. This 
provision was beaten in the last Indian 
bill and will be stubbornl3’ contested 
now. The district bill will probably 
consume the remainder of the week. 

So far as could be learned the admin- 
istration had no advices from Havana 
Sunday’. Roth the state and navy de- 
partments affirmed that nothing had 
been heard from Gen. Lee and profess- 
ed to look upon the lack of news as a 
good sign. On the other hand the city 
was full of rumors ranging in import- 
ance from the statement that the white 
squadron had .sailed from Key West to 
that of Lee's being assassinated at Ha- 
vana Inquir3’ however failed to re- 
veal an\’ basis for sensational reports. 

Washington, Jan. 24.— The senate 
was in session Saturda3’ for the first 
time since the opening of congress. 

The reason given is that private or- 
ders were received from the president 
that he feared a crisis in Cuban mat- 
ters and wanted the body to be readv’ 
to act at a moment's notice.

Mr. Gallinger (N. H.) ot3j[.‘red an 
amendment to the pension appropria- 
tion hill, providing that hereafter no 
pension sliall be paid on power of at- 
torney from pensioners residing in for- 
eign countries. 

The resolution of Mr. Teller (Col.), 
providing that the bonds of tlie United 
States ma3* be paid in silver dollars 
was then laid before the senate, and in 
accordance with notice given Friday , 
Mr. Stewart (pop.. Nev.) addressed the 
senate. 



NO AGREEMENT • 

Reached by the Joint Operators’ and Mln> 

ers’ Conference — Several Propositions Ad- 
vanced, Rut They Were Voted Down. 

Chicago, Jan, 22. — After waiting upon 
the scale committee since Tuesday, 
the delegates to the interstate joint 
conference of bituminous coal ojiera- 
tors and miners of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois and the miners of 
West Virginia received a very^ unsatis- 
factory report. It was presented at 
Friday afternoon’s session and embod- 
ied these propositions: 

The adoption of the mine run or 
gross weight system, and the uniform- 
ity of hours of labor. No mention of 
an advance in wages was made. 

The operators of Ohio, Penns3-lvania 
and Indiana had fought the adoption 
of a mine run S3'stem from the start, 
and the votes taken in committee, as 
reported to the convention, showed 
that they had stood as a unit in oppo- 
sition to the plan. The report was ac- 
cepted b3’ the convention and its con- 
sideration seriatum was recommended. 
Rut it quickU’ became apparent that 
no progress could be made under the 
rules governing the convention 
which require an affirmative vote 
to carry an3’ proposition. Fi- 
nally the convention was resolved 
I into a committee of the whole, and the 
first proposition embodied in the re- 
port, the mine run S3’stera (which is 
now being us^*d in Illinois) was dis- 
cussed under the five-minute rule. Op- 
erators and miners of Illinois and 
miners from all the other states fa- 
vored the plan, but the operators of 
•Penns3’lvania. Ohio and Indiana re- 
fused to consider the change. Finally 
a vote was taken on the motion to 
adopt the mine run and resulted: 
Ayes 24, na3’s 12. This vote, the 
chair ruled, was a defeat for 
the motion. President Ratcliford, 
in speaking to the motion made the re- 
mark that the miners would demand 
an increase of ten cents. He said he 
had suggested to the .scale committee 
•and would support in the convention, 
if it became necessar3% a measure for 
the adoption of the double standard, 
whereby either the mine run or screen 
S3’stera could be used at the option of 
the operator. President Farms, of the 
Ohio Mine workers, also recommends 
this plan. 

At the evening session. Operator 
Robbins, of I’ennsylvania, presented a 
resolution embody’ing the adoption of 
a uniform screen in the competitive 
field oi 1 }^ inch mesh, flat bar. This 
plan was discussed at length. Several 
ameudments thereto were defeated 
and the motion went over. It is quite 
evident that it can not be put through, 
as a ^ngle objection will serve to de- 
feat it. 

How the parliamentary tangle into 
which the convention has been drawn 
will end, is a matter of much specula- 
tion. If the proceedings Frida3’ after- 
noon and evening are any^ criterion the 
convention will be unable to agree up- 
on any subject discussed. Patrick Do- 
lan, leader of the miners in the Pitts- 
burgh district, made repeated motions 
that the rules be suspended hu* 'vas 
declared out of order. At the c of 
the evening session he called up« .he 
miners to remain in the hall but si- 
dent Ratehford objected to the plan 
and withdrew. 



Snow Storm in Chicitsro.

SPANISH TROOPS 

Routed by the Insnr^entH in the Province 

of Havana — NeHter Arangueren Gains a 

Brilliant Victory in a Fierce KuRagre- 

ment. 

Havana, Jan, 22. — Nestor Araugur- 
en, the young Cuban leader in Havana 
province, gained a brilliant victor3- in 
a fierce engagement Wednesday at the 
Louisa estate, near Havana. The 
Cubans numbered 850 men, and op- 
posed to them was the Spanish battal- 
ion of Otumba. 

The fight lasted six hour.s, and the 
battalion of Otumba was routed, and 
practically driven into Havana, leav- 
ing on the field over 100 killed, among 
them Maj. Joaquin Rodriguez Garcia. 
Capt. Jose Perez, of the Spanish forces 
was severely wounded. 

As the Spanish forces entered Havana 
Thursday morning they presented a 
pitiful spectacle. A .'special train 
brought the wounded and the soldiers 
marched through the streets to their 
barracks, completely overcome by 
fatigue.

AN ANGRY MOB 

Invaded and Pillaged the Jewish Quar* 
ter in Algiers on Sunday. 

One Man Killed and Another Fatally 
Wounded — Many Arrests for Thefts 

Made— Jewish Stores Looted and 
Contents Thrown Into the Streets. ^ 

Algier.s. Jan. 24. — Anti-Jewish riots 
were renewed here Sunda3’. The mob 
invaded the - Jewish quarters and pil- 
laged the shops in the Rue Rabazoum, 
driving the Jewish merchants into the 
streets. A squadron of chasseurs were 
ordered to the scene and qjharged the 
mob with drawn swords, but the mob 
reformed further on, cheering for the 
arm3’-. 

Revolvers and daggers were freely 
used. One man who was stabbed in 
the back and shot in the head died on 
the spot, man3' were seriously stabbed, 
one dying from his wounds at 4 o'clock 
Sunda3* afternoon. The crowd hear- 
ing of this, became dangeronsl3* excit- 
ed shouted “they are murdering us.” 
“death to the Jews,” and resumed i)il- 
laging. 

The fronts of six shops were de- 
stro3’ed and the loot was burned. The 
police repeatedl3’ charged the ri titers, 
but were stubliornU’ resisted and were 
powerless to restore order until the 
troops arrived. 

Several policemen were severelv’ mal- 
treated. 3Ian3’ arrests for the theft 
have been made. The Jewish authori- 
ties recommend their eo-reiigionists to 
remain indoors. Roth the men killed 
in the riot were Christians and their 
companions liave sworn to avenge 
them. It is feared there will be further 
riots. 

The belief that there would be fur- 
ther rioting was well founded. Dis- 
turbances and the looting of Jewish 
shops continued throughout the even- 
ing despite the efforts of the troops to 
quell disorders. At 10 o'clock Sunday 
night some Jewish flour stores were 
pillaged and their contents thrown in- 
to the streets. The zouaves then 
charged the crowd with fixed bay- 
onets and dispersed it, many per- 
sons being injured. 

At 11 o'clock the rioters reassembled 
on the quays and .set fire to the Jewish 
spirit stores. Troops are being hur- 
ried to the spot. Already there have 
been 150 arrests. The maintenance of 
order has been entrusted to the mili- 
tary. ^ 

It is reported that serious rioting 
and pillagingtook place at Mustapha, a 
suburb of the city, Saturday night. The 
Jewish shops were looted and a num- 
ber of policemen injured. Troops were 
summoned, but order was not restore I 
until 2 o'clock Sunday morning. Forty 
arrests were made.

COLLECTING BAD DEBTS IN INDIA 

Creditor Site on tlie Debtor’s Step ’itil 
Ills Bill la Paid. 

Many queer stories are told of the 
persistence and clever devices of the 
collectors of ^ bad debts, but even a pro- 
fe^oi^ hnmorist would find it hard to 
inv^t anything more absurd than the 
method actually in use among the Ma- 
harattd» 4 .ii^at least, if travelers’ tales are 
to be tfaedM. , 

Iq country, so they say, wl\en a 
eredi^r^M^not get his money and be- 
gins 'fty^e^rd the debt as desperate, 
he prcA^eds - to sit “dhurna” upon his 
debtor;: thict is, he squats down at thei 
door of-ljis victim’s tent, and thereby 
in sonjLg ipysterious w’ay becomes mas- 
ter oT the situation. No one can go in 
or out ‘except by his sanctiou. He 
neither himself eats nor allows the 
debtor to ,eat, and this extraordinary 
starvation contest is kept up until eith- 
er the debt is paid or the creditor gives 
up the siege, and in the latter case the 
debt is held to be canceled. 

However strange it may appear to 
Europeans, tliis method of enforcing a 
demand is an establishetl and almost 
universal usage among the Maharaitas, 
and seems to them a mere matter of 

• I 

course. Even their “scindiah,” or chief- 
tain, is not exempt from it. 

The law’s b3' which the “dhnrna” is 
regulated are as well defined ns tliose 
of any other custom whatever. V\’hen 
it is meant to be ver\’ strict the claim- 
ant takes with him a number of his 
follow’ers, who surround the tent, and 
sometimes even the bed of his adver- 
sary, to make sure that he obtains no 
morsel’ of food. The code, however, 
prescribes the same abstinence for the 
men who impose the ordeal, and, of 
course, the strongest stomach wins the 
da3'. After all, we have little right to 
ridicule this absnrditv, for our own 
laws still provide, nominall3’ at least, 
for starving a jnr3’ into a verdict. 

A similar custom w’as once so preva- 
lent in the province and cit3’ of Benares 
that Brahmins were sometimes S3'stem- 
aticall3' put through a course of train- 
ing to enable them to endure a long 
time w’ithout food. Thc3’ were then 
sent to the door of some rich person, 
where they publicl3’ made a vow' to re- 
main fasting until a certain sum of 
mone3’ was paid, or until thc3' perished 
from starvation. To cause the death 
of a Brahmin was considered so hein- 
our an offense that the cash was gener- 
3ll3’ forthcoming, but never without a 
resolute struggle to determine wheth- 
er the man was likely to prove stanch, 
for the average oriental will almost as 
soon give up his life as his money. — 
Boston Journal.

Mr. Loud’s bill is inte*:,ded to remove 
the annual deticiency i the Postal D» • 
partment by chargiu*. a higher rate oi 
postage to certain classes of pablica* 
lions, and placing restrictions u]>on all 
publishers. 

Under its provisions sample copies 
which pnblisbers have heretofore been 
entitled to send through the mails at 1 
cent per pound can only be sent at 1 cei t 
per copy. This measure will nndoubi 
edlv d» crease thequantity of mail matt* r 
of this nature, but will it result in a 
sufficient gain to the Government ’O 
warrant this curtailing of the puolish 
er’s right to increase his circulation by 
a judicious use of sample copiers, especi- 
ally when the existing law, if properly 
enforced, is sufficiently stringent to pre- 
vent an abuse of the piivilcge and the 
sending of an excessive quantity of 
samples ? 

If Mr. Loud honestly wishes to bring 
the Postal Department to a point wher^ 
receipts will equal the expenses, there s 
a way to do it without legislatin,.

CURIOUS CRABS IN FLORIDA. 

They Have Peculiar Shells and Feed 
on Bird* and Insect*. 

Haunting the rookeries of the birds in 
the southern part of the peninsula is 
a large blue crab. He makes a hole in 
the ground, usually under a log, and 
when he hears a noise elevates his head 
and protrudes his ey'es with startling 
effect. He is able to take care of him- 
self, for his pincers' are powerful a-nd 
his shell is hard, lie is often as large 
as a saucer. 

There is a perpetual war between him 
and the birds. lie wanders among the 
nests at night and appropriates the bits 
of fish left by' the nestlings, and the 
young themselves, if he can find a moth- 
er off her guard. But he has to be sly 
or he is killed by’ the stroke of bayonet 
bill and eaten in his turn. When the 
plume hunters have driven off or de- 
stroy’ed the parents of a rookery, these 
crabs swarm out and devour the orphan 
young in short order. But while the 
mothers are allowed to do their duty 
the crabs are ideal scavengers and de* 
vour the refuse as well as the insects 
that infest the bird cities. Their bright 
colors, like* those of the tiger, make 
them less dangerous than their appe* 
tites would otherwise be. 

There is a little jmrple crab along* th« 
coast of southern Florida which seems 
to feed almost entirely upon, the fruit 
of the cactus. This it so much resem- 
bles that y'ou are suddenly surprised to 
see one of the succulent little 'oalls move 
away' from your fingers before you are 
aware that it is alive. Step back and 
the crab will resume its place and seem 
to be as curious about you as you ara 
about him. 

One of the most beautiful shells 
found along our coast is that of a large 
snail which climbs certain trees and 
grows delicately fat on the young birds. 
The shell is as thin as-tissue paper, odd- 
ly curved and almost as transparent as 
the finest glass. It belongs to the fam- 
ily' of edible snails so prized as a del- 
ic.acy on the coast of France, and il 
properly' prepared makes a delicioua 
dish. It is most abundant about New 
river inlet, where the slight shake of ;> 
tree about sunset will bring a shower 
of them to the ground. The breakage 
of a shell seems to be of little trouble 
to the snail — he repairs the damage and 
moves on. — Jacksonville (Fla.) Citizen.

USING CONVICT LABOR. 

How to SoIto a Vexed Problem to 
Hverybody’a Advantage. 

Between that sickly sentimentality 
which makes him an object of such tes- 
ter solicitude as to restrain him from 
proper physical exercise, and that 
brutality which driv^es him to despair, 
the present-day convict has a hard time 
x'f it. Much as we may deprecate the 
latter, it is a fair question if the former 
be not the more demoralizing- in ulti- 
mate con.sequences. 

These reflectmns are suggested bj' the ' 
interesting letter on “Convict Labor 
and Good Koads,” from the pew of P. J. 
I'vuwards, of Hillsboro, 111. His sugges- 
tion that convict labor may be employed 
in the preparation of road metal will 
sni-ely meet w ith the approval of every 
citizen who understands the meaning 
of true x>hiianthropy. . We say this be- 
cause we desire for the moment to re- 
move from the discussion the economic

features of tihe case, and consider the 
convict not as a subject of our con- 
demnation and punishment, but as one 
diseased morallj' and needful of treat- 
ment and cure. 

What does such a patient most need? 
Nofa physician but willanswer that first 
of all-he must have healthful exercise 
and plenty of it. When we come toapply 
the remedy what do we find? That 
public sentiment is opposed, and right- 
fully, to the competition of convictlabor 
with free labor. How, then, shall the 
convict be employed for the public ben- 
efit witihout entering into competition 
with free labor? In just such manner 
as Mr. Edwards suggests, onlj' we 
should extend his field of usefulness 
just as far as the nature of the individ- 
ual convict permitted, and make him a 
worker upon the roadbed, * giving to 
“trusties” such a degree of freedom as 
would aid to make them better men and 
fit them to return to honest waj s when 
their term of imprisonment had « ex- 
pired. 

We have heard much of good roads of 
late years; but most of the discussion 
has ended witlh talk, and but little, com- 
paratively speaking, has been accom- 
plished. We believe this is largely d’ie 
to lack of concerted movement. We are 
convinced that if the states through 
which an air line road from, say, Buffa- 
lo, X. Y., to the Pacific coast were to 
unite in the construction of such a high- 
way, and would emploj- no other than 
cijnvict la.bor, each state’s prisoners to 
work upon the roadway of that state, 
the result w’ould be sudh an era of good- 
road making as would soon lift the ag- 
ricultural sections of the United States 
out of the mire, transform travel and 
life in the country as much as the paved 
streets in the cities have added to the 
comfort and pleasure of those who 
d well in them, and remove the heaviest 
tax now testing upon agricultural pro- 
duction. This may be .said to be a senti- 
mental way of going about it. But we 
(lo many things from sentiment, and 
more interest can be aroused in some 
such interstate roadway than by all the 
states in fhe union working .single- 
handed and without purpose. 

Such a road would bring to its sup- 
port the wheelmen of the nation, and 
they have shown a commendable spirit 
of helpfulness and a w illingness to bear 
their share of the burdens attending 
good roads. It Avould lead to the con- 
struction of tihe states through which 
this interstate highway passed of a 
series of laterals which would bring all 
sections into connection with the main 
avenue. It would make possible a sum- 
mer outing for thousands of people who 
now are withheld from its enjoyment 
by the -expense attending, and would 
transform the country into a scene of 
life and pleasure, such as now is wit- 
nessed only in the country districts of 
certain European lands. 

Our prisons are to-day a burden upon 
the people. They s:houId be made self- 
supporting, and in doing this the high- 
.est good of convicts ma^' be conserved. 
To use this labor in transforming the 
:bogs and raudholes, which compose a 
large portion of our country roads, into 
dr^-, smooth highways, would be to 
give to it a purpose in itself stimulating 
to the moral growth of the men engaged 
in it. Of its advantages to the people, 
especially to agriculturists, there is no 
room for dI**eussion. — Farmers’ Voice. 

The Heet -Suitrar Industry. 

Claus Spreekels is said to have over 
f$2,000,000 invested in beet srngar re- 
fineries- In one fawotory alone 3,000 tons 
of beets are consuHaed each day. Annu- 
ally, in this countiy', 2,000,000 tons of 
sugar are used. Owing to the insuffi- 
ciency of the home supply m-uch of the 
sugar required by the great fruit and 
condensed milk factories is imported. 
In ordci to give us the necessary 
amount of sugar each year 1,333,.333 
dcres of beet-producing land, yielding 
3,000 pounds of sugar to an acre, should 
be cultivated. It is believed that farm- 
4;rs may realize three times as much 
money from raising sugar beets as from 
crops of w heat.

GROWING CEl-ERY. 

A Method That Haii lleen Practiced 
with Great SucceBs. 

The follow ing is my plan for growing 
celery: Instead of sowing the seed in 

a hot bed or cold frame, as practiced in 
Europe, it is sown in the open ground, 
as soon as it is fit to work, in April, and 
kept carefully clear of weeds until the 
time of planting, in June and July 
la our warmer climate, if raised in 
hot beds, as- in England, .\ majority oi 
the plants would run to seed. The tops 
are shorn off once or twice before 
planting, so as to insure “stock}’ 
plants, w hich suffer less on being trans- 
planted. After the ground has beet 
nicely prepared, lines are struck out oc 
the level surface thre-e feet apart, anc 
the plants set six inches apart in rows» 
If the weather is dry at the time oi 
planting great care should be taker 
that the roots are properlj' “firmed.” 
Our custom is to turn back on the row 
and press by the side of each plani 
gently wuth the foot. This compacu 
the soil and partially excludes the aii 
from the roots until new rootlets art 
formed, which will usuallv be in 
hours, after which all danger is over 
This practice of pressing the soil close- 
h' around the roots is essential in plant- 
ing of all kinds, and millions of planti 
are annually destroyed by its omission 
After the i)lanting of the celery is com j 
jileted nothing further is to be done foi 
six or seven weeks, except running be 
tween the rows with the cultivatox oi 
hoe. and freeing the plants of weeds un- 
til they get strong enough to crowd 
them down. Tliis will bring us to about 
tlje middle of August, by which time we 
-have uslially that moist and cold atmos- 
phere essential to the growth of c-eiery. 
Then we begin the “earthing up’ 
necessary for the blanching and whiten- 
ing of that which is wanted for use dur- 
ing the months of September, Octobei 
and November. The first operation is 
that of handling, as we term it; that is, 
after all the soil has been drawn uy 
against the plant with the hoe it i* 
further drawn close around each plant 
by the hand firm enough to keep the 
leaves in an upright position and pre- 
vent them from spreading,- This being 
done more soil is drawn against the row 
(either by the plow or hoe, as circum- 
stances require), so as to keer the pl.ant 
in this upright position. The blanch- 
ing process must, however, be finished 
by the spade, which is done b}’ digging 
the soil from between the rows and 
Ixinking it up clear to the top on each 
side of the row of celery. Three feet is 
ample distance between the dwarf va- 
rieties, but when larger sorts are used 
the width of the rows should be four or 
five feet. — J. E. Dillon, in Agricultural 
Epitomist. 

FOR THE FRUIT FARM. 

How to nntld a I*ractirnl Fruit ami 
Vegetable HouMe. 

A fruit and vegetable house is a neces- 
sity where any considerable quantity 
of these products is to be housed. The 
requirements are accessibility and the 
possibility of maintaining a low — hurt 
not freezing — temperature during the 
months of w inter. A cross section of a 
house meeting these requirements is 
shown herewith. A sandy or gravelly 
knoll, if conveniently located, is se- 
lected and a few feet of excavation is 
made, the depth depending on the char- 
acter of the winter in the given locality. 
Two feet will be enough in some places 
— a greater depth will be required an 
others. The earth thrown out is to be 
retained to bank the walls, as shown, 
thus making the depth below ground 
greater. A stone wall retains the earth. 
Above this is a low structure of wood, 
double boarded, with building paper 
beneath both boardings. One set of 
boards is nailed to the outside of stud- 
ding and rafters and the other to the 
inside of the same, as shown.
